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MALICIOUS STRIKERS. 


Turning Switches and Causing Accidents on 
Railroads, 
CuricaGco, August 17.—-There was a. great 
geal of quieé work and many mysterious 
movements omnes the officials of the Rock 
Island and Lake Shore railroads today over 
three distinct attempts to wreck two nger 
trains and one freight train last night. Detec- 
tivesof the roads were at work on the case all 
night. One of the attempts was to wreck the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific train, which 
left Van Bnren-street depot at 10:30 p.m, 
bound for Omaha and Council Blaffs. The 
train consisted of an engine with five coaches 
and two sleepers, filled with passengers, Super- 
intendent Chamberlain showed a reporter a 
wedge at his office this morning and said: 
Train No. 3 leit the depot on time and ran 
ont to three hundred feet south of stock yards, 
crossing near 30th street, where occurred a 
sudden shock. The cylinder heads were 
blown out and the frame of the guide was 
badly bent. This, of course, incapacitated the 
engine, and while another was being got 
resédy, the tmin was pulled up to the shops 
which extends from 47th to 57th streets and 
hela forthe relief locomotive... A wedge was 
driven in the guide near the cylinder head 
and the engineer and fireman saw a man ina 
railroad cap run across the track, I think I 
know the miscreant from the description they 
furnish me, but I must withhold his name a 
few hours, as he has not been arrested, agithough 
others are now at Harrison street police 
station. They are discharged switchmen, and 
were arrested at 2 a, m. today in the very act 
of misplacing Lake Shore switches at Thirty- 
third street. This wedge weighs about three 
pounds and has done damage toan unknown 
extent, as the§ engine will have tobe taken 
apart and closely examined. While the 
wrecked engine was being replaced and the 
Omahr train stood at the shops, the theater 
train, which leaves Chicago at 11:35, arrived 
and passed the delayed train, which was al- 
most ready to continue on its journey. When 
the theater train stopped some rascal] boarded 
it and turned ared: bull’s eye, withthe evi- 
dent intention of causing the Omaha express 
to run into the rear of the theater train. This 
would bave been a dreadful calamity, but was 
prevented by a brakeman, who in going to the 
rear of the theater train, observed that the 
bull's eye had been turned around. This 
aroused his suspicion, and afver righting the 
lax p he ran back a few yardsand called to 
the crew of the Omaha train, telling|them that 
crcoked work was going on, and toshoot the 
first man they caught attempting more train 
wrecking. 

Yesterday afternoon, as the Lake Shore 
train passed through the Rock Island yards, 
in the rear of Fifty-first street, a man hurled 
a stone at a switchmanand brakeman. Super- 
intendent Amsden, of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railroad, said that another 
attempt to wreck was made at 8:50 p. m. yes- 
terday near the stock yard crossing. Unknown 
persons turned a switch, and an engine and 
three freight cars were derailed. Fortunately 
no lives were lostand but little damage was 
done except to one freight car, which was bad- 
ly wrecked. After an hour’s delay the track 
was cleared and trafliic resumed. The men 
now at the Harrison street station were arrest- 
ed at the instigation of Superintendent Ams- 
dem, who held a long consultation with the 
detectives this afternoon. 

Asa Lake Shore train, loaded with dressed 
beef, was going south last night it was ditched 
at 53d street, four cars and the engine leaving 
the track. Policeman Sylvester was caught 
by the falling cars and seriously injured. 
Tbe accident was caus: i by a turned switch 
having caught in some way, but whether it 
was intentional is not known. Between 12 
ard 1 o’clock this afternoon the police at 
South Chicago found a bomb on the track of 
the Lake Shore road near the depot in that 
town. Itis of gas pipe, 18 inches long, both 
exds being plugged with wood. The police 
were so excited at the discovery that they at 
once boarded a train and took the bomb to 
Captain Hand, at Hyde Park.

SQUIRE AND FLYNN. 


A New Indictment Found Against the Cor- 
rupt Officials. 

New YorxK, August 17.—The grand jury 
was in session nearly three hours today. A 
rew indictment was framed against Commis- 
sioner Squireand Maurice B. Flynn. Assistant 
district attorney Mitchell aided them in their 
work, The new indictment, as drawn, consists 
of twenty-two counts, and will supersede the 
one found last week, which contained only 
sixteen counts, The facts set forth are the 
eame as those contained in the witnesses, who 
testified atthattime. District Attorney Mar- 
tine said the object of the new indictment was 
to strengthen the cause. 

Mayor Grace forwarded to Governor Hill 
this evening by Private Secretary Turner, re- 
commendation to remove cemmissioner of 
pnblic works, R. M. Squire, The mayor pre- 
sents the testimony taken by him at the trial 
of Squire and bases his argument for removal 
principally on violations ofthe civil service 
law, specifying that Squire employed persons 
as “ax men’ and afterwards appointed them 
to other positions; and the now notorious let- 
ter that Squire is alleged to have written to 
Maurice B. Flynn, contractor, wherein the 
writer agreed to give Flynn supreme control 
of the department of public works. 


SHOT FROM AMBUSH, 


A Row Between Ranchmen RKesults in the 
Killing of Two Men. 


DeNvVER, Col., August 17.—James Fenton 
bad jumped the ranch of Harry Burrows, 
thirteen miles from Aspen, and employed 
Micbael Ryan to work for him. Sunday morn- 
ing they began cutting hay. Burrows warned 
the men not to cut the hay, as he would cer- 
tainly not permit them to finish the work. 
Fenton laughed at Burrows and the latter 
turned and went away. In about an hour 
Fenton aud Ryan, who bad continued at work, 
were shot in the backs, the former through the 
spine andabdomen. The shooting was done 
from ambush with Winchester rifies. The men 
lived six hours, and before dying declared that 
Burrows and Doc White did the shooting. 
White bas been arrested. At last accounts 
Burrows was at large, though vigilantes were 
It is probable that he will be 
lynched if they succeed in runniag him down.

DELEGATES ON HAND FOR THE 
CHICAGO CONVENTION. 


Zhe Irish Visitors to be Waited on by Two Reception 
Com mittees— Discussing Affairs of the Couven- 
tion in Hotel Corridors—S8pecul & on 
Officers—Delcgates Interviewed. 


CHICAGO, August 17.—Delegates to the Irish 
national league are arriving in great numbers 
today and tonight. It is estimated that fully 
one thousand are on the ground. There was 
a lively caucusing about the hotel lobbies re- 
specting the election of officers, but neither 
element in the convention laid bare its hand. 
That there will be a sharp passage on the 
convention floor appears now to be assured. 
An evening paper says that the representatives 
from Ireland, who will arrive this evening, 
are nlacedin an extremely delicate position, 
They will be waited upon by representatives 
of both reception committees, and upon their 
action in the acceptance of invitations by either 
party will be foreshadowed the success or fail- 
ure of the other at the convention. Mr. Davitt 
is said to be greatly annoyed by the 
Ogden’s grove declaration, and has positively 
declined to interfere in disputes, even 
with a view totheiradjustment. Itis, thare- 
fore, certain that the matter must be fought 
out on the floor of the convention. The sig- 
pal for the onslaught will be the nomization 
of Alexander Sullivan for the presidency. It 
is understood that will be done in order to 
give the Jatter gentleman an opportanity of 
refusing it asa vindication of his character, 
and the opportunity will be utilized for the 
promised “exposures.” John F, Finerty’s 
nameis favorably mentioned as President 
Egan’s successor. Others are combatting his 
nomination in view of his recent physical 
force utterance, Mr. Finerty himself says he 

does not dcsire his name to be put forward. 
With regard to his speech in Ogden’s grove, 
he made the following explanation today: 

“We have nodesire to force the. hand of 
Parnell or to drive tthe Irish 
people into war unprepared. Atl 
that we demand is this, (and we will be aatis- 
fied with nothing less) that no leader of the 
Irish people, who is supposed to speak for 
them, shall commit himself or them to accept- 
ing as a final settlement bills of relief uuwor- 
thy of the dignity of Ireland’s national de. 
mand. We are perfectly willing to see them 


accept such bills as that of Mr. Gladstone as a 
settlement on account, but that mast not be 
accepted as a closing transaction. We see no 
wisdom in it. It lowers the tone of the Irish 
cause. It lowers the spirits of a true people. 
Toask them to subside to a species of mere 
provincialism is an outrageon their struggle 
of seven hundred years for liberty. Weadmit 
that it may be good policy onthe part of 
Messrs. Parnell and Davitt to be what is term- 
ed moderate in tone, but for us who represent 
the mational idea of the Irish people, it 
would be worse than folly to conceal our sen- 
timexts. We recognize that Ireland is incapa- 
ble of fighting England at present. We do 
not want her to fight England ex in some 
manner that will be safe to her, and whatever 
risks she may take now or inthe future she 
wil) find that we are*sinecere in our desire to 
help her in her struggle for liberty, and I 
cannot conceive what the object is of distin- 
guished Irishmen who differ from Sullivan, 
Eagan and myself in charging us with a desire 
to forcethe Irish people into unprepared re- 
volt. I, at least, have emphasized my 
desire not the Irish 
people in any position, 
although I have been equally emphatic in 
condemning that other policy which weakens 
the nerve and demoralizes the spirit of the 
people, but so far as to the charge of attempi- 
ing to condemn the policy or to force the hand 
of the Irish leader, I have never at any tims 
in my career done 80, and I never will. I will 
conciade, however, by saying this much on 
one other subject: Whenever an Irishman is 
brave enough and magnanimous enough to 
take the risk of terrifying the enemies of his 
country and his race, such of us as may not be 
abie to approve of his action at least will re- 
main silent, and leave the denunciation of 
bim +o those against whom he has raised his 
1 Hd," . | 

a4ue national committee held a session to- 
night and deeided to name Judge James 
Fitzgerald, of Cincinnati, for temporary 
chairman. Judge Fitzgerald is regarded as 
cepservative, and it is expected that the nom. 
ination will meet with the approval of the 
elements represented in the convention. Ow- 
ing to the delay of Treasurer O'Reilly in ar- 
riving, and the consequent delay in preparing 
the credentials of delegates, the convention 
will not be called to order until 2 olock to- 
morrow afternoon, The Massachusetts 
delegation had a caucus this 
evening, and the names of Jolm 
Boyle O'Reilly and P. A. Collins were 
suggested for the presidency, but it was stated 
that neither one of the gentlemen would ac- 
cept the position. Without taking any further 
action, it was decided to await the arrival of 
the New York delegation. The “opposition,” 
therefore, has not as yet decided upon any 
one to support for president. The Chicago 
delegates were working for recognition for 
Jobn Finerty tonight, seeking the 2 mya 
ment for him of temporary chairmanship of 
the conventiov. The surface looked, at a late 
hour, as the league’s present officials would 
cast their strength for Maurice Wilhere, of 
Pennsylvania, the present vice- resident of 
the league, for President Egan's place. Alex- 
ander Suliivau, it was said, had been sufli- 
ciently vindicated—if. indeed, he needed 
any vindication — by the committee of 
arrangements appointing him to the chair- 
manship of Friday night’s mass meeting at 
battery D, Sullivan and Finerty are the only 
republicans on the committee of seventy hav- 
ing the arrangements in charge and by whom 
Suilivan was unanimously chosen. It was 
rumored this evening that the present man- 
agement of theleague intended to put through 
the convention a physical force resolution in 
such a shape as would embarrass Mr. Parnell. 
This Egan positively denied, As soon as it 
became noised about during the evening that 
such men as Judge Fitzgerald, of Ciucinnati, 
and Sevator Murphy, of New York,were going 
to set down on the Devoy plan of battle in 
theconvention, the Palmer house committee, 
it is said, sat about quietly to obtain the ful- 
lest possible re tation for themselves in 
the galleries. But no tickets were issued to- 
night and if sucha move was attem it was 
not carried out, members of Palmer house 
committee claiming that the ahsence of Rev. 
Dr. O'Reilly was aruse to peter any ar- 
rangement, whereby they could obtain & foot- 
hold on the floor of convention. The reply 
to this was that if O’Reilly did not get here 
soon, the “kickers” who had no right on the 
floor could not be kept out.

THE CLOSING PLEA 


For the Defense ofthe Anarchists on Trial 
é in Chicago. 


CuicaGo, August 17.—This is the fiftieth 
day of, the aparchist trial and Captain Black, 
leading counsel for the defense, began the clos- 
ing plea forghe prisoners as soon as the jury 
Were seated. Captain Black stated that dyna- 
mite, so faresthe origin of its manufacture 
wap concerné@, had no connection at all with 
the doctrines of socialism, and then laid down 
this to be a rule of law the jury should follow 
in their deliberations. 

“When &iman is charged, or sought to be 
charged, with a crime, as in this case, the peo- 
ple must show who threw the bomb—who did 
thedeed—and must show that these defend- 
anis were connected directly with the guilty 
man.” 

He then proceeded to enlighten the jury 
that the state mistook their functions alto- 
gether. The epeaker said that the counsel for 
the state were wrong*when one ofthem ad- 
vised the jury that upon them it was 
depended to maintain /aw and _  govern- 
ment, because these defendants plotted 
against the state. They were revolutionists, 
it wassaid, butthat was not true. There 
could be no revolution except where the heart 
of the people rose to redress some great wrong. 
Continuing, counsel gave a scientific account 
of dynamite and experiments withit as an 
agency of modern warfare. Then he declared 
that dynamite wasin the world to stay, and 
that these defendants were in nowise respon- 
sible forit. But the Haymarket bomb wa; 
thrown on the night of May 4, and murder 
resulted from it. Who wasresponsible? The 
man who threw the bomb. No oneelse. He 
argued that these defendants could‘not be con- 
victed as accessories before the fact. He said 
that the state had allthrough this case at- 
tempted to secure conviction by appealing to 
the jury’s prejudice and passion, and absurdly 
declarivg that the purity of our institutions 
depended on the punishment of these men. 

This afternoon Captain Black continued his 
argument for the defense, and at adjournment 
had not yetconcluded. He promised to finish 
tomorrow forenoon, when State’s Attorney 
Grinnell wil) begin his argument. 


A HaLF MILLION SHORT. 


Defalcation of the Treasurer of the Atlantic 
Mills Company. 

Boston, August 17.—The managing direc- 
tors of the Atiantic Mills company are still 
engaged upon the books of the incorporation 
in relation to the shortage gf Wiliam Gray, 
Jr., late treasurer, but at present the exact 
amount of his defalcation cannot be learned 
with certainty. In an interview this morning 
with two of the principal directors, who are 
anxious that their names should be withheld, 
the following facts were learned: 

Last Fridry the deficiency was discovered 
by an examiner appointed by the directors, 
and on Saturday Gray came to the office and 
was confronted with the charge. He, aftera 
moment or two, confessed the crime, acknowl- 
edged that he had embezzled funds of the cor- 
poration to the extent of between $500,000 and 
$600,000, but as to the use to which he put the 
money, his only reply was, “building opera- 
tions.” This accounting is believed to be true 
by the directors, who say his operations of this 
character in Roxbury have been notorious. 
It is also believed that Gray has 
told the truth regarding the amount embez- 
zled. aud the directors donot expect to find 
that it will exceed $600,000. On Sunday Gray, 
accompanied by his brother-in-law and a party 
of gentlemen friends,went on board his yacht, 
Huron, and cruised about the lower harbor and 
bay during the day and spent the night below. 
Monday morning the yacht came up to the 
city and landed Gray and his companions on 
central wharf. Gray ordered the captain to 
get ready to sail again at two p.m., at which 
time Gray stated he would be on board. The 
captain has not seen Gray since, and the Hu- 
ron still lies at her anchorage. 

The police have searched in every direction 
for Gray, but he, beyond doubt, nas left the 
city. The detectives have guarded all ap- 
proaches to Canada, and the police of all towns 
and cities in this part of the state have boen 
notified to look out forthe defaulter. He may 
possibly be traced by his turnout. Cray is 
fifty-five yearsold. He wears a dark mus- 
tache, tinged with gray, and top of his head is 
slightly bald. His hair is streaked with gray 
and he brushes it soas to cover his baldaess, 
His neck and hands are much sunburned 
The officers says he has gone empty-handed, 
the money be took having been spent during 
the years he was speculating and keeping a 
yatch. He is assessed for $152,550 real and 
$15 000 personal property. all of which, it is 
stated, is heavily mortgaged.

COMMISSION. 


Engishd’s Attemptto Get a Positive Answor From 
Russia in Regard to Afghanistan—The Beturns

From All Parte ofthe Old World. 


Lonvon, April17.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
saysit is gladthe Afghan commission has 
been recalled, as it will hasten the settlement 
of the question of the ownership of Kahmiab, 
which Russia claims by direct negotiations 
botween London and St. Petersburg. 

The St. James Gazette says the, question is 
as far from settlement as it was fifteen months 
ago. Rossia claimg Khamis) and the Afghans 
refuse to giveitup. A conflict is likely to oc- 
curat any moment, the Gazette says, and it 
rests with England to say what it will and 
can do to prevent its allies from being plun- 
dered. The task of Lord Addesleigh, foreign 
secretary, will be easier when he is relieved of 
this useless and embarrassing commission. 

The Globerays that nothiug would suit 
Russia better than to keep the Kahmiab ques- 
tion open to revive when it suits her. 


The report that the government had decid- - 


ed upon the immediate withdrawal of the 
Afghan boundary commission is officiaily de- 
nied. The government is awaiting Russia’s 
reply respecting a small portion of Afghan 
boundary not yet settled, in Oxus district. 
Until a reply has been received, no decision 
will be taken respecting the date of with- 
drawai of the commission, but whatever may 
be the nature of the reply, the commission 
will return to India before winter. In spite 
of official denial, it is believed in well inform- 
ed circles that the Standard is virtaally cor- 
rect in stating that the government has asked 
Russia fora yes or no reply. Itis not likely, 
however, that such ply will be given. 

News of the in nded withdrawal of the 
British-Afghan commigsion had a depressing 
effect upon the European bourse.

THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 


The Irish Government Agitation — Supply 
Bills to Have Precedence. 


LONDON, August 17.—Mr. Gladstone will 
neither initiate nor prolong the discussion 
with reference to Ireland in the debate on the 
address in reply to the queen’s speech. His 
followers acquiesce in this decision, Although 
the speech from the throne will not indicate 
Lord Salisbury’s Irish policy, it is understood 
that either Lord Randolph Churchill or Sir 
Michsel Hicks-Beach during the debate will 
intimate that a measure will be introduced 
next year, dealing with Irish local govern- 
ment and land questions. Tho Gladstonians 
will accept euch an intimation as a sufficient 
pledge for the present, but the}Parnellites ap- 
pear to be determined to press for details. In 
that event a lengthy discussion will probably 
ensue. As soon as the address has been 
adopted the government will move that sup- 
ply bills have precedence. It is be- 
lieved that notwithstanding the expected 
action of the Parnellites, the house will be 
prorogued on September 10th, until the first 
week in November, when, unless some unto- 
wutd 6venis should ostur, it wiil.kc <a 
prorogued until the beginning of February, 
The government’s whips have advised the 
conservatives that it wiil be useless to give 
notice of tLe introduction of new bills in the 
present session, and that no private business 
will be discussed. 

The government intends to intreduce at the 
next session of parliament, a measure giving a 
kccal government to Ireland on the basis of the 
pian prepared by Lord Randolph Churchill. 
The Hartington party will support tho 
scheme. 

The cabinet sat today from noon until two 
o'clock. The aueen’s speech was considered 
and approved. The Afghan difficulty was 
aleo discussed. Itis understood that Colonel 
Ridgeway, of the British Afghan commission, 
has been recalled because he felt thatthe dif- 
ferences between Russia and England had 
better be dealt with by the foreign office. 


THE PARNELLITES. 
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Mr. Parnell Requests Irish Members of Par- 
liament to be Present Thursday. 


Loxpon, August 17.—Mr. Parnell has re- 
quested all the Irish members of parliament to 
be present on Thursday at the reassembling of 
parliament. Hesays that in view of the grave 
end pressive condition of public affairs, it is 
very necessary that there should be a full at- 
tendance of the Irish contingent. 

The Dublin Freeman’s Journal says Mr. Par- 
nell’s summons shows that the Parne!!ites do 
not intend to await the convenience of the 
ministry in dealing with the Belfast riots and 
the alarming condition of the Irish farmers. 
Lord Salisbury must explain how he intends 
to meet the contingency of the inability of 
farmers to pay their rents,and he will be 
called upon to declare the policy he intends to 
substitute for that of “manacles and Mani- 
toba.”’

A FLOATING OHIO HORROR, 


Experience of Two Fever-Stricken Famities 
in @ Boat. 


EVANSVILLE, August 17.—Township Trastee 
Spreget was notified that his services wore — 
wanted atthe river. He was directed to « 
small family boat lying near the waterworks. 
The craft was a nondescript vessel and bore 
evidences of hard usage. Its bow was stayed 
in and nearly the entire roof was blown of. 
The cabin of the boat was about ten feet 
and twelve wide, and in this miserable, coo 
up box were twelve persons, whose every ap- 
pearance was an evidence of pinching and 
gaunt poverty. Hollowed eyed, emaciated, 
and = =€6with ~ =—s scarcely a rag of 
covering, they lay upon the bare, 
dark floor of the boat huddled together, 
and all co with malarial fever. In 
the midst of them lay the dead body of a wo- 
man, partially decomposed. Over this a piece 
of rag carpet bad been thrown, the living occu- 
pants being to ill to move the body. Thetrus- 
tee at once sent for patrol wagons and 
removed the sufferers to the hospital, and ther 
an inguest was held. and a verdict of death 
from malarial fever being rendered. Gso 
Bush, one of the occupants of the boat, was 
seen at the hospital tonight. He was vary ill, 
but able togive aclear narrative of the terri- 
ble and sickening experience to which they 
had been subjected. The story was as follows: 

Until three weeks ago e and John 
Busb, brothers, were farmers in Meade county, 
Ky., about twelve miles from the mouth of the 
Salt river. Their land was poor, and it was 
with much difficulty that they obtained suffi- 
cient food to keep the wolf from the door. 
They finally determined to try to better their 
condition further west. To this end they con- 
structed a small boat, and on Sunday, July 25, 
both families, consisting of the brothers, their 
wives, and nine children—thirteen in al]l— 
with their few belongings embarked ia the 
boat and started down the river. They reach- 
ed the mouth of Salt river late Sunday night, 
and by Monday morning were in the Ohio, 
Two weeks ago today Nancy Bush, aged fifty- 
seven, George’s wife, was taken ill with ma- 
laria, and not being able to procure nece 
medicine, it soon developed into typhoid ma- 
laria. The other members were stricken 
— one by one, until finally all were help- 

ess. 

In this condition they were overtaken on 
Thursday night by a heavy storm, which 
tossed their craft about like an eggshell, 
throwing them from one end of the boat to the 
other. Their possessions were all swept away 
by the waves and the roof taken off. During 
this fearful night Mrs. Bash suddenly grew 
woree and began pleading feebly for water, 
which no one could give her, and just as dawn 
broke she died in intense suffering and agony, 
All day long they drifted with the cur- 
rent, the hot sun beating down 
upon the little group of sufferers. The ap- 
proach of darkness gave them some relief. 
but the overpowering thirst and hunger 
nearly deprived them of reason. This morn- 
ing they had drifted nearly opposite the city, 
when some fishermen saw the apparently 
tenantleses boat and boarded it, discoveria 
the condition of its occupants. They Lela 
their lines and ran the boat ashore, after 
which the authorities were notified. All the 
sick people are being tenderly cared for 
tonight, but hopes are only entertained for 
six of them, the fatal and fetid atmosphere, 
tainted with the corpse, having had its effect 
upon the remainder. Mrs. Bush has been 
buried and the boat burned. 


MOONSHINER REDMOND. 


A Notorious Character Passes Through 
Seneca. 

SENECA, S8.C., August 17.— (Special. ]|—Proba- 
bly no man living has had greater notoriety in 
the upper Carelinas than Redmond, who is 
known all over the country as the “North 
Carolina moonshiner.” He passed through 
here today, but it was not generally known 
that there was a man of such great notoriety 
in our midst until he had departed. One 
would scarce expect from a casual observation 
of the man that such notoriety could ever have 
been given him. He has an ordinary, sedate 
expression and wears quite a luxuriant growth 
of black English sidewhiskers.

DPistole and Whisky—Drunkenness and Debauchery 
Run Rict—A Macon Man's Fearful Position 
One Dead and Taree Wounded - Sudden 
Death of a Lady~News Notes. 


Macon, Ga., August 17.—[Special.]—A Ma- 
con man was on an excursion train which car- 
ried a motley crowd to Brusnwiek, Sunday. 
At all the little way stations they picked up 
new additions of white men, negro men, ladies 
and every sort. All went well to Brunswick. 
- On the return, whisky began to be freely cir- 
enlated, and soon after passing Jesup, the 
erowds in the several cars began to grow bois- 
terous. A Macon man furnishes your corres- 
pondent with some details of the fearfal row. 

PISTOLS WERE DRAWN 
and flourished above the heads of passengers, 
men Staggered upand down the aisles cursing 
and using all soris of menaces and vile lang- 
wage. The train men tried in vain to guell 
the boisterous mob, but they Were powerless 
in the hands of the gang. ' 

In the colored car the Maoonite found a seat, 
but soon a burly negro rashed to the train 
lamps and extinguished them, and left him in 
astate of mind. He was afraid to go to the 
other car for fear of being shot, and he crept 
out at the door and sat down on the platform. 
Another white man satdown on the opposite 
side, and after nodding a little, he fell and 

WENT TUMBLING DOWN 
a small embankment by the roadside. Pistols 
began cracking about the time the train 
passed Surrency, and in a few minutes the car 
in which were the maddened megroes was 
splashed and epattered with African gore. 

One man was shot through the neck and 
@ied outright. A second was shot through the 
body, and the ball lodged near his backbone, 
aud was considered mortal. 

A third wes shot through the arm, and 
other reports say that two others were 
wounded, one inthe leg and the other in the 
foot. One fellow had his head smashed witha 
bottle, and it issaid he will die. The gentle: 
man who informed your correspondent of the 
hleody occurrence says that scenes of drunken 
debauchery were enacted too horrible to de- 
ecribe. 

Frightened half to death sober passengers 
cowered in their seats, not knowing what mo- 
ment some rufian would shoot them. The 
Macon man got behind the stove aud crept ino 
the coal box for protection, and afterwards; 
sought the colored car, and at lastthe platform. 
Returning to his former seat after the melee to 
search for a baudkerchief, he observed 

A BULLET HOLE 

through the seat right in the spot where his 
body had reclined only a short while before, 
Another report says that the row occurred 
near Satilla, and that John Wvodward, a ne- 
gro jaborer at the Johnsonville lumber mills, 
fired the pistoishots. Accordiag to this re- 
port Woodward was one of a large gang of 
the excursionists that got on at this point, 
and that he wantonly fired his pistol into the 
crowded car, and that three of the negroes re- 
ccivid fatal wounds, one dying outright. 

From snother gentleman, whose word is 
npquestionable, your correspondent was able 
to verify the above statemeats. This gentle- 
mau gives the name of the negro shot in the 
abdomen as Elias Sellers, who lived at Baxley, 
and was there put off. Ed Williams was the 
man shot through the throat, and it is sup- 
posed that the jugular was severed, as the 

BLOOD WAS SPURTING 

from his wound when he was discovered, and 
it was thought to be mortal. He was put oif 
at 9:15 two miles from Lumber City. Before 
leaving the car he suffered so much that his 
leg and arm were drawn upward, and at last 
his body was raised to a siting posture by his 
agony. Five shots were fired in that coach 
Which can be accounted for. Three of the 
bullets passed through the car and the other 
two were in the bodies. 

The white men fired allthe shots from their 
car, and at the windows, as evidenced by the 
absence of Sshot holes in the car, except the 
broken glass in the windows. Theyswore that 
no negro ahould enter the car to 

FRIGHTEN THE LADIES, 
and they stuck to it. When the negroes passed 
from one car to the other,they were compelled 
to wait until a hait was made, and then get 
out and go around. 

This gentleman cofirms the report of de- 
baucheriecs committed in the car by drunken 
men and women, who sought the closets and 
there held horrid revel while the train was 
running at a speed of twenty-five miles an 
hour. The whole affair was extremely dis- 
graceful, but it could not be prevented. The 
ouly redress the train men had was to put them 
off as fast as they could at every station. 

Woodward escaped in his shirt sleeves, near 
Baxiey.

WOODROW SUSTAINED. 


THE LAST DAY OF T4E TRIAL A 
BETHANY. : 


Dr. Adams,of Avgueta, Presentathe Argument for 
the Prosecution- Dr. Woodrow Defends fis 
Doctrines- He is Declared Not Guilty 
on Both Counts-—His Argument. 


BrerTuHany, Ga,, August 17,—[Special.]—A 
large crowd was present at the Woodrow trial 
for heresy, before the Augusta presbytery t»- 
day. After sensational passages between Dr, 
Adams and Woodrow, Dr. Adama, the accused, 
proceeded to cross-examine himself as to his 
course in preferring charges against Woodrow, 
after which argument began by Dr. Adams 
on behalf of the prosecution. The only point 
was the correctness of views held by 
the accused. Were they in sccord 
with the scriptures as interpreted by the Pres- 
byterian church? We thought it the most im- 
portant case coming before the house. It was 
a erisisin the church. We are ,trying] Dr. 
Woodrow on the question of evolution, either 
as an abstract principle or scientific hypoth- 
esis. Dr. Woodrow admits he finds nothing 
in the Bible to contradict the theory that all 
things were made by the immediate act of the 
Creator, and that it was developed 
by evolution. The speaker then 
at length reviewed Dr. Woodrow’s 
arguments and position on the question at 
issue, calling attention to the belief held that 
God’s word teaches that man’s soul was im- 
mediately créated. His spiritual nature canie 
into existence by the fiat of the Almighty. 
He drew the conclusion from the evidence 
that Dr. Woodrow held that just as the horse 
came man came. 

“You, gentlemen of the court, must say 
today, is this to be the doctrine your church 
founded on the scriptures, as interpreted by 
standards? Are you prepared to make this 
admission?” 

Dr. Adams argued to prove Dr. Wondrow 
had passed theage of doubt in teaching evo- 
lution and had accepted evolution as true be- 
yond peradventure. The scriptures are not 
silent on the subject. The Bible and confes- 
sion of faith both give accounts of the imme- 
diate making of man. The defendant having 
sworn to adopt the standards and catechisms 
of church could not exercise the right 
of private judgment to teach any other 
doctrine. Dr. Woodrow is bound by the 
story of creation in the standards just as by 
other rules. Either have the standards alter- 
tered, else step down and out. The confes. 
sion of faith said God’s body was erected af- 
ter all the other creatures, Dr. Woodrow’s 
theory was that it was being created along 
with other creatures all the time, 

“God created man,” says our church, “out 
of the dusf of the earth and woman out of 
the mb of man. Should Dr. Woodrow be ac- 
qnitted by the presbytery, the church would 
be pronounced in error.” 

Dr. Woodrow,in his own defense,announced 
that the principles of his address were true, 
and would prevail against all opposition. He 
said his work bad nothing to do with his 
change of views. I will not discuss evolution 
here, for I would consider it a profanation to 
discuss a question of pure science in a courtof 
the Lord Jesus Christ, but thinking 
it unsafe for the presbytery’ to 
base any action on the views as 
interpeted by Dr. Adams, he would explain 
that he had traced layer after layer,and fossil, 
and knew along with others that these forms 
of life have followed each other in that par- 
ticular order. That is the part that is not a 
hypothesis, My accuser’s hypothesis that this 
is a hypothesis is a vast mistaker :J am sur- 
prised that Dr. Adams should be ashamed of 
having been a quadruped, 

“Explain what you mean by your last asser- 

tion.” 
& “I mean that, man before birth passed 
through these intermediary stages. How are 
you going to prove that Iam wrong? I have 
never said that evolution was taught in the 
Bible, or anything like it. But I do say that 
the Bible does not tell us whether the process 
was mediate or immediate.” 

Dr. Woodrow said the standardsdid not go 
further in explaining the creation of man 
than the Bible had done. He affirmed, in 
spite of what Dr. Adams had said about 
him, that he did believe in the Bible 
and all that it taught. Was he 
compelled to believe in what it did not teach? 
He affirmed that he would not re-write a sin- 
gle syllable of the church standards. He 
would not take man’s meaning in preference 
to God’s meaning. 

Dr. Woodrow appealed in the name of the 
Master that no word or opprobrium in the 
church be placed; that no additional meaning 
be placed on God’s word. 

On final vote thirteen voted Dr. Woodrow 
not guilty and nine voted him guilty on the 
first count of the indictment. On the other 
counts the majority of his votes was larger. 
Dr. Adams, conducting the prosecution, at once 
gave notice of appeal to synod in Sparta, in 
October. 

The presbytery then adjourned,

ined 
Augusta Operatives Return to Work Under 
an Agreement. 

Avovata, Ga, August 17.—[Specia],)—Tho 
strike is over. The trouble has been “amica- 
bly adjusted,” but to an outsider it is not seen 
wherein the Knights of Labor have gained a 
point, unless it be that the result of the ad- 
justment will be the cutting down of the 
salaries ot the bosses and superintendents and 
éividjng the money thus gained between the 
operatives proper. This will not amount to 
much, and it will require years to’ gain by 
this small addition the amount of money lost 
during the week of the strike. 

However, everybody is joyful thatjthe mat- 
ter will end and the thousands of idlers go 
back to work. Augusta could ill stand such a 


trouble at such atime. 

Followmg isthe basis of the settlement, 
which is the proposition submitted by the 
knights, and which has been accepted by the 
mill presidents. The decisien of the board of 
arbitration is to be final, and the trouble is 
settled beyond doubt. To Frederick Tarner, 
natioval secretary and treasurer of the Knights 
of Labor, and to Hon. Robert H. May, mayor 
of Augusta, is directly due the settlement. 

THE PROPOSITION, 

It is respectfully suggested that the authorities 
of the cotton factories open said factories and 
place all employes in their former positions at the 
present schedule of wages. Then the matter of 
wages and grievances, such as the “pass system,”’ 
the increasing of the amount of labor to constitute 
a Gay's work, and what is termed the victimiza- 
tion Of members of the Knights of Labor, be sub- 
mitted to a committee of five disinterested parties, 
to be mutually agreed upon, for arbitration. The 
conclusion arrived at by said arbitration commit- 
tee shall be binding on both parties, and date from 
the reopening of the mills. The said arbitration

P'The executive board of the Knights of Labor 
shall select five men; the executive committee of 
the manufacturers shall select five men, and from 
these ten men each party shall strike off one alter- 
nately until only four names remain. These four 
shall select a fifih man, having, with themselves 
the qualifications hereinafter pr . 

The ten names, from which the said arbitration 
committee is to be chosen, shall be turnished with- 
in twenty four hours after this plan shall have 
been agreed to, and the arbitration shall com- 
mence within forty eight hours after the accept- 
ance of this plan. 

No person shall be eligible to serve on the said 
arbitration committee who isa Knight of Labor or 
interested in the mills, either as a stockholder, 
president or employe. 

In the adjustment by the committee of fivein 
the matter of wages, the sum total of the present 
ray roll shall not be exceeded, but the committee 
may increase wages in some Cases and decrease 
— in other cases, in said committee’s discre- 

on.

— of five, as this proposition is authorized by 

em. 

The fifth man authorized to be chosen by the 
four commissioners, shall not be of the number 
stricken by either party. 

LATER—THE OPERATIVES TO REMAIN OUT. 

There is a hitch in the negotiations tonight. 
In the course of a conversation, Secretary 
Turner learned that the salaries of the presi- 
dent, superintendent, paymaster and book- 
keeper did not appear on the pay rolls of the 
mills and were not considered as coming under 
the jurisdiction of the proposed arbitration 
committee. He immediately expressed him- 
self as misunderstanding the state of affuirs, 
and ordered the mill - pagrg be: not to report 
for duty tomorrow. e is determined not to 
leave the city until the matter is satisfactorily 
arranged. He will not subscribe to the propo- 
sition made to and accepted by the mill presi- 
dents under conditions as to salaries, as narra- 
ted above. 


NEW FIELDS OF TRADE. 


A Chance for the South to Extend Her 
Business. 
From the Savannah News. 

The inauguration last week of the Cuban 
fast mail service between New Yorkand Ha- 
vana, by way of Tampa, was the realization of 
a project that has been in contemplation by 
the mansgement of the Plant systema good 
while. The establishment of the steamship 
line between Tampa and Havana was a move 
in that direction. Thoigh not yet eight 
months in service the fine steamship Mas- 
cotte has been found too small for the 
rapidly increasing business, and she 
has been sent back to the builders 
to be lengthened twenty feet. She 
has powerful engines and has beaten the 
record of allships of her length for speed. 
When she goes back on the line it is expected 
that she will be able to make faster time than 
ever before. The Mascotte’s place is being 
filled by one of the Morgan steamship com- 
pany’s vessels, 

An important passenger and freight traffic 
is developing between the West Indies and 
the United States by the Plant steamship 
line, and that company has given Cramp «& 
Son an order fora newship. Itis to be 270 
feet in length, which is sixty feet longer than 
the Mascotte now is. The new shipis to be 
ready for service by February 1, 1887. 

At present there is only a semi-weekiyser- 
vice between Tampa and Savannah, as thaf is 
all that the government mail contract calls for 
between May and November. On and after 
November 1 the service will be tri-weekly. It 
may sound singular to say that the Cubans are 
developing south Florida, but it is neveriheless 
a fact. Ybor city, a suburb of Tampa, is an 
illustration. At the beginning of the present 
year the suburb was nothing more than a smail 
cigar fectory and a fewshanties. Nowthere is 
a large fagtory there surrounded by quite a 
village of Cubans. The sugar industry is be- 
ing introduced into Florida from Cuba also, 
and the Mascotte carried tons of sugarcane roots 
for planting from Havana to Tampa in the 
tpring. J nville and middle Florida 
towns are reaching out for West Indian trade, 
and those cities are suppiying the Cubans with 
certain goods which were formerly obtained 
in New York. In fact, New York and New 
Orleans were about the only cities of the 
United States that were known in the West 
Indies in a business sense. Now all of the 
European mail from the West Indies is carried 
by way of Tampa, Jacksonville and Savannah 
to New York, and there is a great saving in 
time. The travel is coming the same 
way, and nearly every trip 
of the steamships there are from 
ten to twenty through passengers for New 
York, Savannah merchants have an oppor- 
tunity to extend their trade and get new 
business by following up the opening of new 
lines and new fervices by the Plant system. 
Railroads are being constructed 1n Cuba and 
neighboring islands, and quick connection is 
being established between the Windward 
islands and Havana. A large part of Central 
and Sonth American trade is destined to get 
into the United States through Tampa. 

One drawback to passenger travel between 
the United States and Cuba has been the 
heavy charges for passports, The United 
States charges $5 for a passport, the Spanish 
consul formerly charged $4 to inspect it, and 
a notary charged $2 for the oath. On August 
1 the Spanish government reduced the consua- 
lar fee from $4 to $1. The federal government 
will be asked to reduce its extravagant charge.

THE MOUND BUILDERS. 
AN INTERESTING RBLIC OF AN EX- 
TINCT RACE, 

— 

A Description ofa Mound Below Columbuse—Who 
Built 1t ond for What Pu rpose— Researches and 


What Was Found—Usique Ffotterys, 
Arrow Heads, Bones, Etc., Ete, 


CoL.umbus, Ga., Avgust 1, 1886.—[Specal 
Cc rrespondence.|—Since the placid bosom of 
the Chattahoc chee was first ruffled by a steam- 
boat, the interest and wonder of the psssengers 
of each succeeding craft have excited 
by # beautiful mound thatlike silent sentinel 
stands on the crest of the eastern back at 
Woolfolk’s bend ,some twelve or fourteen miles 
below this city. In winter the leafless limbs 
of tree and shrub leave exposed the bared sides 
as ofa frowning fortress from which one 
might expect at any moment to sete the ugly 
muzzles of cannon jut, but in spring over it 
all an emerald mantle falls trimmed with the 
brightest of woodland flowers, presenting 4 
scene of picturesque beauty—a fitting mona- 
ment to heroes dead—whether on the battle- 
field, in defense of loved ones and home, or 
that from the quieter walks of everyday life, 
they were called. Whothe warriors, whose 
virtuesand deeds of valor it commemorates, 
or whose the loving hand that raised its 
proud crest heavenward in symmetrical 
granduer, no man knows. Even 
the Indians, driven thence by the relentless 
march of civilization, could give no account of 
it, and— 

‘*There as a temple In ruins stands 
Fashioned by long forgotten hands,"’ 

Who left behind no history of their race affia- 
ities, their tribal div'sions, their social or re- 
ligious customs, only these silent monuments 
of tient industry. It was evidently the 
work of that extinct race, known as the 
Motnd Builders, whose name is given from 
these stiuctures scattered over this broad land, 
and which are of peculiar interest wherever 
found. The known indolence of the race 
found here by the white man forbid the 
conclusion that he was the builder, 

nor can he even give a tradition of 
their mysterious builders. Though this 
mound has long excited the wonder and admi- 
ration of our Speople, it was not until recent 

years that its hidden mysteries have begun to 

unfold to the lovers of archwological or anti- 

quarian research—when the surging floods be- 

gun eating into its base, laying bare the bones 

of bodies centuriesburied. At first faint ru- 

mors gained circulation of wonders hidden 

therein, and mercenary parties hastened hith- 

er, but when arduous labor with pick and 

spade, was only rewarded by dry bones or ugly 

pots, they turned away in disgust, leaving far- 

ther research to the antiquarians who valued 

these more than gold. The most successfal 

and perhaps the most industrious of the latter 
class, is Mr. G. W. B. McKnight, su- 
perintendent of jthe Empire flouring 
mills of this city, whose collection of antiqui- 
ties is doubtless the largest of any private cul- 
lections in the state. Most of the relics se- 
cured from and about this mound consist of 
pottery, mostof which is of unique design, 
with some attempt at decoration. The largest 
perfect vessel is, in shape, somewhat like a 
carboy, with shorter neck and mouth more 
flaring. Though the base is globular it is so 
fashioned or weighted that turn it as you will, 
right side up with care, iibobs serenely. Oa 
ove of the smaller pots a copper disk wa; 
enugly fitted as acover and in it wereanumber 
of beads suggesting the possibility tnat it had 
onee served some ancient belle of ancient 
days as a jewelry case. Other pieces 
in design resemble the modern 
cuspadore and others stillzare shaped 
asthe regulation pot of this day. He also 
secured several Indian pipes, four stone 
flishers, two stone axes. or wedges, medicine 
stone and innumerable arrow heads, etc, This 
mound is about twenty or twenty five feel 
high and about forty feet in diameter at base. 
It commands a magnificent view of the river, 
up and down. as well as the surrounding 
country, and may possibly have been used by 
the builders as a signa! station also; there be- 
ing several other mounds in this iection. The 
space for several hundred yards about the 
monnd was evidently used as a burying 
ground, The body in one of the graves open- 
ed seemed to have been first covored in charr- 
ed corn, the grains still retaining their origi- 
nal form, or perhaps cremated in the cereal. 

A mile anda half below,on the Alabama 
side, is another mound, though not so large. It 
is rather oblong, or egg shaped, and is situated 
within the apex of an inverted V shaped earth 
work and ditch. which runs back to the river. 
Within this inclosure there are large quanti- 
ties of both human and animal bones, frag: 
ments of pottery and flint arrow heads. Mr. 
McKnight tells me that when there some time 
since, the bones from thirty or more graves 
protruded, exposed by a previous flood. 

Both of these moundsare rich in subjects 
of interest to the arcberologist seeking to un- 
ravel the unwritten history of the mysterious 
beings who peopled this goodly land of ours 
before the advent of the savages found here 
by our ancestors, andif this brief account of 
them will aid inthe work,its mission will 
have been accomplished. As no inscriptions 
mark their surface,it isonly by a study of 
the silent bones they cover, and the strange 
relicts of their handiwork in life interred with 
them, thiscan be done. “DEW.

Under the contract forthe maintenance of 
the passenger rates at New Orleans, signed by 
representatives of all roads entering that city, 
Mr. BE. P. Wilson is appointed arbitrator. 

The roads had been working undér an agree. 
ment up toa few months since, when the Illi- 
neis Central withdrew. About two. months 
ago cveriures began with the purpose of form: 
ing ancw contract. In these Mr. Wilson act- 
cd as n ediator. Several meetings were arrang- 
ed for, tut it wasnot till lately that the agents 
got tegether, 

They discussed at length the points of dif. 
ference betweep the agents at New Orleans, 
and scme pretty sharp passages occurred be- 
tween those gentlemen. he resolution 
which aye prevailed, wasin effect as fol- 
lowe: Looking toward an agreement between 
the general managers upon rules and regula- 
tions for the government of New Orleans 
busin¢ss, we, the undersigned, hereby forma 
contract for the maintainance of rates, 
with E, P, Wilson as arbitrator. All present

Such ofthe rules adopted at Asheville, N, 
C.. July 22 last, by the Southern Passenger 
association as are applicable to New Orleans 
passenger traffic were adopted for the govern- 
crument of the parties to tH® contract. 

E.P. Wilson, the arbitrator, is a railroad 
man, among the most widely acquainted in 
Louisville. He began railroad life when a 
young man. He first took a clerkship in 
July, 1863, at Washington, Penn- 
sylvania, his native place, with 
the Hempfield railroad. From 1863 to 1869 
he was aclerk in the freight department of 
the Louisville and Nashville. From January 
to August, 1869, he was the assistant general 
freight agent of the Louisville and Nashville: 
August, 1869, to November, 1873, general 
freight agent of the L., C.and L.; November, 
is, J, to April, 1874, general freight and pas- 
senger agent of the Cairo and Vincennes read, 
with headquarters at Vincennes; April, 1974, 
to June, 1877, general freight and passenger 
agent of the Louisville, Paducah and South- 
western; August, 1877, to June, 1879, general 
passenger agent in Cincinnati of the Cincin- 
nati Southern; June, 1879, to January 1, 1884, 
general freight and passenger agent of the 
same, and January, 1834, to July, 1885, gener- 
al passenger agent of the same. Since the last 
named date Mr. Wilson has been arbitrator of 
the Chieago, St. Louis and Missouri River Pas- 
senger association. His twenty-three years of 
constant experience will qualify him alike for 
that and for his new position.

It is said in New York that the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad company has at last come to an 


agreement with the Jersey Central railroad. The. 


agreement to be signed is to be continued for 999 
years. Under its provisions the Jersey Central, 
Reading and Baltimore and Ohio railroads will be 
operated as one through line. The Jersey Central 
road agrees to interpose no objection to the con 
struction of a bridge over the Arthur kill te Staten 
Island, where the B. and O. terminals are to be lo- 
cated, The B. and 0. has the right to do all its 
psssenger, express and freight business over its 
staten Island line. It is agreed however, by the 
B. and O. that it will not direct its freight busigess 
to Staten Island until afterthe expiration of two 
vears, and its passenger and express business until 
efter six years. The B. and O. agrees, on its side, 
to abendon its ideaof buildingan independent 
line from Bound Brook to Staten [sland sound. 
from Bound Brook to Elizabeth, N. J., the Jersey 
Central tracks will be used, Settlements are to be 
made on the pro rata basis.

EpItoRrs CONSTITUTION: I would like space 
in your valuable paper to give your readers and 
the public at large, some idea of the cause of the 
recent trouble on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad. 

THE CONSTITUTION Of the 9th inst., gave an ac 
count of an accident on the East Tennessee, Vir- 
kinia and Georgia railroad, at Seney, Ga. I was 
conductor on the first section which was run .into 
anda lam charged with much neglect, and have 
‘¢Ceived my dismissal from the company’s service, 
] have been in the company’s service for the past 
three years, and have'seryed through four adiminis- 
trations, and my past record will show my success 
and ability. Thecompany have rules to govern 
iis employes and trains which if observed at all by 
the following train, would have prevented the ac- 
cident. Rule 104 reads, “All trains will approach 
stations with great care, expecting to find main 
track occupied between station limit boards,’ 
which are placed at the station about three hun- 
dred yards from switches, ‘and the responsibility 
of accident between limit post or switches, at fire 
or weter stations. will rest with the approaching 
traip.”” Rule 34 reads, “The explosion of one 
torpedo means to stop immediately and asccrtain 
the cause thereof,’’ 

My train was standing at Seney station, between 
the station limit boards and ten Car lengths inside 
switches, fully protected by rule l0iand rule 34, 
when following train, not regarding the torpedo, 
ere on track one half mile from station, put 
there by me & prevent any possible accident) 
making no attempt to stop aftertorpedo had ex- 
ploded, but coming ata reckless speed working 
steam into the station, and run into my traia. still 
Iamtheonly one censured, and most severely, 
When asimilarcese bappened at Dallas, when 
they vindicated conductor ana engineer of first sec- 
tion, and suspended engineer of second section. 
There is no rule of the company requiring a flag- 
man to be put out at regular stations (this was one 
of the most important on the road) but as an ex- 
tra precaution ! wT outatorpedo, BStillthe com- 
pany claims! did not use proper precaution to 
protect my train. 

They had a rtatement, signed by the conductor 
engineer and brakeman, to the effect they heard 
the to obut made no attempt to stop, and 
whenl wentto E.H. Barnes, superintendent, to 
know why I was diseharged he gaye me no satis- 
fection, and notevon a chance to vindicate my- 
self, but coolly referred me to Mr. Kress. I don 
tbink they made their decision as a matter of jus- 
tice but from a feeling of favoriteism to the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio men, which he has repeatedly 
cone before,one of whom was the engineer who run 
into my train. It seems from the actions of the 
presiding officers snag are determined to exterm 
ipate the honest employes regardless of Cause to 
meke room for their favored C. and O, men regard- 
leas of the fact that ail the old men have done all 
in their power for the welfare of the company, 
They are ruthiessly discharged by the presiding 
officia’s with like excuses and some more friyil- 
ous, to make room for their imported C. and 0, 
men, leaving us with the stigma ofa discharge 
hanging over us ss # reward for the faithful dis. 
charge of our duty in the past. Any employe will 
substantiate this statement to be true to the letter.

By Tunnel From Sweden To Denmark, 


Copenhagen Letter to the London Standard. 

Mr. Alexandre de Rothe, an engineer, who 
has been working at Panama under M. de Lesseps 
has presented to tho governments of Denmark an 
Sweden a project for a submarine railway tunnel 
under the Sound between Copenhagen and Mal- 
mo. Thetunne!l is to have a totallength of twelve 
kilometers, three between Ameger and the small 
island Saltholmen, under the Strait Drogden, and 
nine between Saltholmen and Sweden, The 
ground to be worked much resembles that in the 
chanzel between England and France, and is said 
to offer no difficulty to the execution of the work. 
The cost of construction is calculated to amount 
to 20,000,000 f., or #1,200,000. The Swedish gov- 
«ernment ay a great interest in the plan, while 
the Danis& at present is keeping somewhat back. 
Mr. de Rothe entertains ee hopes of a suc- 
cessful result of the negotiations. The tunnel 
would be of the greatest importance for the future 
commercial connection between Swden Norway, 
and later on of Russia and the whole coutinent, 
as laden railway wagons could then run from the 
north of Norway, Sweden,}| or Finland, down to 
the south of Italy.

Let 
us hope that no mistake will be made. 


Why We Need State Banks. 

When THE CONSTITUTION some time ago 
pointed out the coming change in our finan- 
cial system which will render necessary the 
re-establishment of state banks, many of our 
contemporaries protested. Our demand for 
the repeal of the law imposing a tax of ten 
per cent upon state bank issues was consid- 
ered a rather wild break, but within the past 
tew weeks public opinion has been gradually 
shifting round to our standpoint. 

Perhaps the call for $10,000,000 in bonds 
to be redeemed in September has something 
to do with this change of opinion. It begins 
tostrike people that, after we have hada 
few more such bond calls, with the accom- 
panying cancellation of national bank notes, 
the volume of our currency will be decidedly 
reduced. 

Now, something will have to be done, or 
almost before we know it the finances of the 
country will be disordered. The only natu- 
ral and feasible remedy seems to be the re- 
peal of the tax on state bank notes, thus 
paving the way to the establishment of in- 
dependent local banks wherever they are 
needed. With such a banking system prop- 
erly hedged about by state laws it will bea 
matter of indifference what becomes of the 
national banks. There will be no trouble 
about our local currency. It filled a long 
felt want before the war, and it can be made 
to do so again.

Our Special Envoys. 

If we bad sent a special envoy to Mexico 
at the beginning of the Cutting trouble, and 
upon his report made a demand for the im- 
mediate surrender of the prisoner, nobody 
would have been surprised; but after making 
a peremptory demand it seems a little irreg- 
ular, tosay the least, to send an envoy to 
look into the matter. 

But itissaid that our government desires 
to make no mistake about the facts. Here, 
again, the thought occurs that with Consul 
Brigham on the ground at El Paso del Norte 
and Minister Jackson in the City of Mexico, 
it was easy for Secretary Bayard to obtain 
accurate and definite information, and when 
he made his famous demand for Cutting the 
presumption was that he was sure of his 
grounds. It may be that the special envoy 
is necessary, but this unexpected turn in the 
case indicates blundering somewhere. 

If the envoy reports that Mexico has ju- 
risdiction of the Catting case, it will be quite 
a blow to our state department, and on the 
other hand, if a contrary report is made, 
people will accuse the department of show- 
ing too much abundantcaution. Altogether 
itis anjugly little muddle, but it is to be 
hoped that our government will get out of it 
without being positively disgraced. 


Why Should They Pight. 

In most riots and insurrections there is a 
definite grievance at the bottom, or at least 
some well understood cause of excitement 
In the Belfast riots there is none. Morning 
after morning the newspaper reader is doom- 
ed to see the same ominous headline, ‘‘The 
Belfast Riots Renewed,’ and yet there is 
not a scrap of information tending to explain 
the cause of the troubles. 

In this land of liberty and civilization 


_ people cannot see why a paving stone should 


be thrown at a man because he is a Prot- 
estant, and it is equally difficult to see why 
tar and feathers should be applied to anoth- 
er man because he is a Catholic. 

Another thing puzzles American readers. 
Ina country under the strongest govern- 
ment in the world, it is remarkable that 
pitched battles should be allowed to be 
fought in a city of 250,000 inhabitants, week 
aftcr week,and month after month. No mat- 
ter which side bas the sympathy of the gov- 
ernment, it would seem to be the duty of the 
authorities to restore law and order even at 
a bloody sacrifice, involving the destruction 
of both parties to the combat. The Belfast 
riots have reached a point where the imme- 
diate restoration of order is of far more im- 
portance than anything else, and the relig- 
ious and political complexion of the rioters 
is a matter of no consequence. 


Overlooked by the Prohibitionists. 

The cause of prohibition can make no 
great advance, and can achieve no perm.- 
nent success until its advocates band them- 
—— together to suppress the tea-drinking 

abit. 

Tea, according to such reputable journals 
as Science and the London Lancet, is the 
liad of allour woes. It is responsible for 
numerous diseases. One result is ‘‘theism,”’ 
which may be acute, subacute or chronic, 
Among the disabilities produced by tea are 
the general excitation of the nervous system, 
weakness of the brain and spinal cord, per- 
version of the sense of hearing, irritability, 
and many of the same mischiefs that spring 
from the morphine habit. Some of these 
evils culminate in insanity. In the majority 
of cases the tea drinker leaves children with 
shattered nerves, who feel a craving for a 
stimulant, and thus the children of prohibi- 
tion parents frequently fly to alcohol for 
relief. 

Now, a8 it is the theory of all genuine 
prohibitionists that they should go to 
the root of the evil, it is plaia 
that they should strike down 
tea and the tea-drinking habit. In begin- 
ning this crusade they will have a stronger 
backing than they had when they first began 
their fight against whisky. The medical 
testimony against tea is from the highest 
ecurces in England, France and the United 
States, and a summary of the points would | 


make the most appalling indictment inagin- 
able. We do not well see how the issue can 
be avoided. It is just as inconsistent for a 
prohibitionist to drink tea as it would be 
for him to drink liquor. There is no sense 
in waging a bitter warfare upon one partic- 
ular stimulant, and letting others alone. If 
tea produces disease, insanity and death, 
and gives people the liquor appetite, then 
tea is one of the monster evils of the age, 
and demands the attention of the prohibi- 
tionists, before anything else is done. In 
dealing with a mischief that is largely the 
result of appetite, we can make no sensible 
progress until we abolish the cause of the 
appetite. If liquor must go, we must give 
tea the bounce also. Itisfolly to place one 
under the ban, and let the other go scot 
free. 


fecond Term Presidents, 

It is a singular fact that no American 
president has ever been re-elected unless he 
was a successful general or belonged to a war 
party during his administration, or hada 
hand in the extension of our territory. 

Washington, Jackson and Grant were mil- 
itary chieftains. Jefferson, Madison, Mon- 
roe and Lincoln all had a touch of war or 
annexation during their administrations. 
Under Jefferson’s first» term an American 
navy bombarded the towns and forts of 
Tripoli, and Louisiana was purchased. In 
Madison’s first term occurred our second 
war with England. Monroe’s first term wit- 
nessed our purchase of Florida. Lincoln, of 
course, was awar president from first to 
last. 

So itseems that the favorite American 
policy hss always been war, when the occa- 
sion justified it, and extension of territory, 
when the territory was wanted.

TimEschange. Thirty years agoSouth street, 
New York, was the greatest ship building 
center on earth. William Webb, Henry Eck- 
ford and Christian Bergh were among the fa- 
mous ship builders of that time, William 
Webb built handsome vessels that cost several 
dollars per ton more than ordinary ships. 
Some of his famous yessels werethe “ Guy 
Mannering,” “ Harriet _Lane,” “Aurora,” 
“Black Hawk,” “Concepcion.” and ‘Sir 
Robert Peel.” The Concepcion is still afloat, 
but under the British flag, and called the 
“Bothelwood.” The “Guy Mannering” was 
built to bring emigrants from Europe. It had 
three decks, and accommodated 500 passengers, 
which was unusual in ships at that time. Mr, 
Webb also constructed a steam ram that regis- 
tered 7,550 tons, and was brigantine rigged. 
He gave our government the pre- 
fe:erce of purchasing her, but 
Columbia declined to buy, and 
the French government bought it. Mr. Webb 
built aseventy-gun ship for the Russian gov- 
ernment and was paid over a-million dollars 
for it. The Grand Duke Constantine was so 
pleased with this vessel that he presénted a 
diamond snuff box to the builder, Henry 
Eckford built two good ships for John Jacob 
Astor before the war of 1812, During that 
war he wasin charge of the navy yard. In 
1830 he was elected naval constructor for 
Turkey but he died in 1832. Christian Bergh 
was a pious and industrious ship-builder noted 
for his hatred of drunkenness and for em- 
ploying negrocs in his shipyard. He servedjon 
lake Erie in the war of 1812 and Henry 
Bergh is still proud that his father built the 
staunch little vessels that helped to gain the 
victory for his country. The ship-builders 
made great fortunes and retired from busi- 
ness leaving their yards to be built up with 
wharves and warehouses by this generation.

A WRITER in the Brooklyn Union gives 
interesting and valuable information on the 
eubject of selecting and caring for canary 
birds. The birdssold by the street venders 
are mostly females and inferior birds rejected 
by the regular dealers. Some times a female 
bird isdyed with saffron and imposed on buy- 
ers fora fine singer. The German and Eng- 
lish birds are the best, A healthy canary is 
always active and merry. When a bird mopes 
in the sunshine his daysare few. When well 
cared for canaries will live fifteen years. The 
commonly used brass wire cage is to be avoid- 
ed as you value the bird’s life. Acage with 
top and two sides of hard wood and two sides 
of wire is best for hesith and comfort of the 
dainty songsters. The brass wire is liable to 
form verdigris, which is deadly poison. When 
# bird is sulky, a lettuce leaf ora bit of soda 
cracker will restore his gayety. The rearing 
of canaries in cages is instructive to humanity 
in the good ‘examples set by the tiny bird 
parents. Both birds are equally interested in 
the nest jewels, and when “the little ones 
chip the shell’ the mother takes a rest and 
the father becomes the nursery maid,

Caught on the Run, 

Marietta lies at the foot of Kennesaw. There 
is no other village in Georgia like it. Before the 
war its characteristics were all of the most pro 
nounced southern type; but sines the war it has 
become a winter resort for , north- 
erners, and its characteristics have been greatly 
altered. It is now a point at which the civiliza- 
tion of the north and the civilization of the south 
pass each other in review, become acquainted, 
and, to some extent, evolve a new civilization. 


The prejudices engendered by the war are fast 
disappearing. There are some, however, that are 
as bitter as they were the morning after the sutren- 
der at Appomatox—some that will not disappear 
eyen in the atmosphere of Marietta. 


When her physician said that she must spend 
the winter in the south, Mrs. Aleot regretted that 
nature had given her lungs. They were not strong 
enough to withstand the severitiesof Boston wia- 
ters, “Boston,” said her physécian, “is, of course, 
the finest city in the world, and itis natural that 
Bostonians should dislike to leave it even fora 
single day; but you must not spend the winter in 
Boston. It is only in the south that your delicate 
lungs will not suffer.” ‘That, of course,” she re- 
plied, ‘but it 1s notalone that I dislike to leave 
Boston. Ihate the south.” Her husband, the 
colonel of a Massachusetts regiment, lost his jife 
while gallantly leading a charge at Gettysburg 
She had never recovered from theshock In speak- 
ing of him she was wont to say that he had suffer- 
ed death “‘at the hands of murderers.’’ Believing 
murderers to be@be enemies of God, she hated the 
people of the south with all the bitterness that 
characterized her puritan ancestors im their hatred 
of thore other ‘enemies of God,” the cavaliers. 


An old friend, who had spent a winter in Mari- 
etta, stiggested that villageto Mrs. Alcot as an 
‘abiding place. Early in October, she and her only 
child, Priscilla, left Boston, southward bound. 
Passing out ot Pennsylvania into Maryland, Mrs 
Alcot diew down the curtains of the windows in 
ber section of the sleeping car, and raised them no 
more until sweeping around Kennesaw. She re- 
fused to harrow her feelings by gazing upon the 
recupe? ated fields once desolated by war. Priscil- 
la, whose affection for her mother was deep enough 
to warrant almost any sacrifice, was yet unable to 
shut outthe lovely scenes through which she 
passed. She excused herself upon the ground that 
it was not the lend ofthe south which she was in 

duty bound to hate, but the people. 


In Marietta Mrs. Alcot and Priscilla found a 
resting place at “Kennesaw Point,”’ a winter home 
whose presiding genius was a brisk little yankee 
woman from Vermont. This littl woman, some 
years before, hadcome south seeking health and 
money, and had fuund both. 


Marietta possesses peculiarities worth degcrib- 
ing. It is a beautiful village, embosomed in 
magnificent oaks and splendid elms. The 
young ladies from the coast who spend their sum- 
mers there— Marietta is also a summer resort—de- 
clare that it is “awfully nice, don’t you know!”’ It 
is November before the oaks and elms are finally 
denuded of green. Even in January, so balmy is 
the climate, the top of Kennesaw is not free from 
picnic parties. The young ladies from the coast 
declare that the young men of Marietia are “aw- 
fully jolly, don’t you know!’’ and it is certainly 
true that they spend some money and much time 
for the pleasure of the guests of the village, 
whether in summer or winter. Tennis, picnics, 
riding parties, in the day; open-air concerts, sur- 
prise parties, balls, at night; occasional excursions 
up the little narrow gauge railroad that winds its 
way into the mountains of north Georgia and 
western North Carolina—all these and much else 
serve tomake life in Marietta a thing to be ea- 
joyed, 

When Priscilla wished to taste of the pleasures 
of life in Marietta, Mrs. Alcot offered but slight 
objection, Perhaps it was the atmosphere of the 
village that influenced her; perhaps it was the 
little woman with whom she had found a home. 


Priscilla, but just twenty-one, was tall and 
beautiful, as many other Priscillas among the 
Alcots had been. She wasa thorough Bostonian. 
Not like those cranky creatures descriped by Henry 
James, Jr., in hisinterminable conglomerations of 
dry and fatiguing words, but accurately educated, 
cultured, the least bit strong minded, and some- 
whatexclusive.

When the war epded, Mardis had 
assisted in the struggle of his mother to provide for 
himself and his two sisters, both of whom died 
before reaching womanhood. He revered the 
memory of his father, and those who fought with 
him ; but the necessity of educating himself and 
of retrieving his ruined fortunes, had combined to 
make him one among the new menof the new 
south. Marietta had not known him in ten years, 
He bad gone a field in search of broader oppor 
tunities, What prejudice he had on account of the 
war was small, because he had accepted the result 
as one not to be altered by any feeling of bitterness 
which he or his fellows might harbor, He had re- 
turned to his home because his mother’s life was 
drawing to a close, 


Time does not pass slowly in Marietta, and the 
twomonths since the r first meeting were at an 
end almost before Priscilla and Mardis realized it, 
They had been much together. She was a sweet 
and loveable woman, and he was handsome, in- 
tellectual and brave. They felt themselves mutu- 
ally drawn toward each other. Indeed, there had 
arisen between them that delightful, yet torment- 
ing ,uncertainty of which twg young people of op- 
posite sexes are conscious just preceding an avowal 
of their affection for each other. 


Mis, Alcot knew Mardis and liked him. She had 
not inquired far into his antecedents. She had 
heard the littie woman with whom she had found 
a home say: “He is of good family,” and she had 
not found it necessary to learn more of him.

bard to band until multiplied it has circled the 
earth, the inner circle answering to the outer Zo- 

diac of the skies; that church dictated some of the 
worst laws ever known.

ake further east and under the view that from 
the high church good laws for earth will come.

The trouble with all that transcendental kind of 
phnlose phy about jegislation is that it overshoots 
the vorid. Thetrue principal of legislation is 
conservatism. There is nothing that the theorist 
despises like he docs compromises. There is 
noiving so valuable to sound legislating as com- 
promises. Why, our constitution, said by the 
wisest of the earth to be the wisest system of gov- 
ernment eyer projected for a vast and populous 
country, isa combination of compromises, It is 
atlast but a compound of dissentient views ar- 
rived at by mutual concession from men who are 
wire enough to know that mutual concession 
meait the best courage of convictions, [Ap- 
plau‘e. | 

Conservatism is the theory of representative gov- 
ernmett. From all parts ofthe common coastit- 
uency come op various interests, diverse interests, 
of diferent thoughts, diverse thougat all to be 
moulded into one law. 

It is utterly im possible for those diverse interests 
to be covered by one mantle, saying that these va- 
rious representatives consulting though conflic- 
ting, bend togetherin one unified whole, the best 
thoughts and the best purposes of all. 

That is the theory the true theory of representa- 
tive govertment and that is conservatism.

I have written, becauseI desire to be explicit and 
accurate as to what I think is the policy which 
should be adopted.

It is simply my view of the solution of a 
vexed question so vexed that men may easily 
honestly differ. 

The legislation advised in substance is —— for 
this city, a law, in general as follows, viz: ‘ 

1. Toallow wholesaling of liquors on the busi- 
ness streets in quantities not less that one gallon 
op payment of the usual taxes and a reasonable 

cense, 

2. Toallow retailing undera gallon of unadul- 
a liquors only under the following resiric- 
tions : 

1, Within the limits of those blocks in the centre 
of the city which are exclusively business blocks; 
and in no case adjacent to a private residence. 

2. Upon paymentin advance of an annual li- 
cense adequate to insure an income and that the 
proprietors will be interested to keep an orderly 
and reputable house, and sufficient to justify the 
authorities in keepiog every such place under 
constant surveilance. 

8. The appointment of an inspector whose duty 
it shall be to examine the tiquors kept for sale by 
retail, at Close intervals, so as to prevent the sale 
of adulterated liquors. 

4. To empower the city authorities to try and to 
punish the sale to any minor, or intoxica per- 
son, or to any other person present with a miuor oar 
intoxicated » who buys forthem or for their 
use; or to any pereon on the Sabbath day. 


5. To empower the city authorities to punish any 
saloon keeper who permits a minor or intoxicated 
person to 


rink = liquor in his saloon or in any 
room connected with it. 

6. To empower the city authorities to punish 
drunkenness. 

7. Toenact a general law making drunkenness a 
misc emeanor. 

8. In all cases made a misdemeanor to sell, make 
it aleo a misdemeanor to buy when the buyer 
knows that the seller is violating the law. 

Now, fellow-citizens, that is concession. The 
prohibitionists, if the policy outlined there is 
adopted, gains stability, he gains permanence, he

The Teachers’ Association. 


The association assembled at 5 o’clock, Pro- 
fessor 8S. C. Caldwe}l in the chair, 

Prefessor Lambdin read a most admirable 
paper on “The Professional Education of the 
Teacher,’ Hesaid: “The teacher’s work is 
the universal betterment of mankind in all 
dircctions. Teaching in its broadest sense is 
the grand design of all creation. All great 
men have been teachers, although perhaps 
unconscious teachers. Professional teaching 
combines many professions in one, inclading 
a knowledge of mind and body, and the na- 
ture of moral and religious growth. 

As teaching is such a grand work, why not 
make it a prefession indeed, and not embrace 
it by accident and pursue it by hap-hazard. 
Special preparation for it is needed. Profes- 
tional education is twofold, scholastic and 
professional. College training spoils no man, 
but the eecond element is a necessity for the 
teacher. Knowledge of three things enter 


into this—knowledge of child mind, of meth- 
ods, and of the art of school management, All 
college graduates cannot teach; they require 
professional training. While the state protects 
other professions, not permitting practice in 
them witbout special preparation, yet any raw 
boy or girl just from school is permitted to 
tinker immortal minds. Let only masters 
shape the character. This professional train- 
ing may be acquired by: 

1. Normal Schools—but only one of these, 
and that in the hands of negroes, is found in 
Georgia. 

2, Educational Literature. 

3. By Educational Associations. 

Professional pride must be stimulated that 
the profession may be honored and dignified. 
The public must be educated toa just appre- 
ciation of the dignity of the teacher’s calling 
and the worth of his work, 

Professor J. Harris Chappell, in opening the 
discussion, said: “‘I am a warm advocate of 
the professional education, yet I do not go to 
that extreme that some people and some edu- 
cational journals which say no one who never 
went toa normal school or studiea pedagogy can 
teach sechoel, The tiuths that guide a teacher 
in bis work are found in tuition, experience 
aud intuition. While I would not undervalue 
the true importance of normal school training, 
yet the best work I ever did in the school was 
done before I ever went to a normal schoo,.”’ 

Mr. Baker—I believe that teaching is a pro- 
fetsion, nolessthan law or medftine. The 
best lawyers may never have had a law school 
training, but they have worked out their own 
salvation by studying their profession in all 
of its branches. Someof the most eminent 
mén say that teaching isnot a profession. If 
it is not, let us make itso. Are not teachers a 
part of the body politic? Then every teacher 
must respect himself and consequently dignify 
his ca)ling, 

Means—Teachers are unusually sensitive 
about taking their proper positions—in the 
social and political world. Teachers will 
never be able to make decent supports until 
some rigid law is enforced so as to exclude all 
applicants who are not prepared, 

_ Brinkley—I do not believe a normal school 
igs ateacher’s factory. The best teacher that 
. ever knew had only a common school educa- 
ion. 

Dr. Love did not agree with Mr. Chappell 
that intuition was the best guide for a teach- 
er. Hehad known some who were doctors 
by intuition. He was willing to take any 
thing from such men, save their medicine. 
This afternoon at 5 o’clock, the subject for 
discussion will be “The Best Modes of School 
Discipline.” The discussion will be opened 
by Lambdin and Lane. 


Professor Chappel’s Lecture, 


Professor J. Harris Chappel, president of the 
Alabama State Normal college, delivered an 
interesting lecture in the basement of the 
court house last night. His subject was, “Un- 
derstanding and Intuition,” 

Professor Chappel is a native of Georgia. 
His lecture reflected credit upon himself and 
upon his state. It was listened to with much 
interest by the teachers and others that were 
present, 

At the same place tonight Professor Chappel 
will lecture again.

One Thousand 
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JUDGE NEWMAN, 


Re a nt oe 
When He Will Assume the Daties of His 
Office---Candidates for Clerk. 


Captain W. T. Newman, who has been ap- 
pointed United States district judge. for the 
northern district of Georgia, is at Haywood 
springs, North Carolina, with his family. The 
news of his appointment reached him there 
last Saturday rnoon. It was quickly fol- 
lowed by a number of congratulatory tele- 
grams from friends in Atlanta and other parts 
of the district over which he is to preside It 
will be a week or more before Captain New- 
man’s return to the city. When he retarns 
he will qualify for the high office he has been 
chosen to fill. The oath of office will probably 
be taken before Colonel A. E. Back, clerk of 
the United States courts, who, as United States 
commissioner, is authorized te administer it. 

When Judge Woods,then a judge of the Unit- 

cd States circuit court, was notified of his ap- 

intment to the supreme court of the United 
ates he qualified before Colonel Buck. 

Judge Newman will hold the October term 
of the district court in this city. He will be 

ualified to preside as soon as he has taken 
the oath of office, though he cannot draw. his 
salary until he confirmed by 
the serate. When confirmed his compeasation 
will date back to the date of his oath of office. 
It is probable that Judge Newman will be 
confirmed soon after the meeting of congress 
on the 7th of next December. 

Judge Newman will have the appointment 
of the clerk of the district court. This office 
is now filled by Colonel Buck, who alse holds 
the office of clerk of the circuit court. 
Each of these offices pays 
$3,500 a year, and a number of candidates for 
the favor of Judge Newman are already spo- 
ken of. Among the gentlemen named in this 
connection are Judge George N. Lester, Messrs 
George Forbes, Walter Venable, W. W. Col- 
quitt, J.T. White, B. M. Davis, and others. 
Besides his own compensation the clerk is al- 
lowed a deputy who is paid $1,800 a year by 
the government. The appointment to this 
valuable office seems to be yet a matter of 
conjecture.

?? 
“You know that the 
CORSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES 

was ado in 1787. Next year will be the 
centennial of that important event. It was 
proposed by certain citizens, of Philadelphi 
thata grand celebration of the centennia 
should take place in that city. I was reques- 
ted toinvite the governors of the original 
thirteen states to suggest a programme. Re- 
garding the matter of the very greatest in- 
terest to the people of the United States, I 
determined to call upon the governors in per- 
son, and invite them to meet in Philadelphia 
and prepare the men anny 

“Have you called upon all the governors?” 

“No, not yet, I thought it best to call upon 
those farthest from Philadelphia first, and so 
I came south. I have seenthe governors of 
all the southern states except Delaware, 

THEY HAVE ALL ACCEPTED 
the invitation. Governor McDaniel, as the 
others have done, has just signified his accept- 
ance in writing. I shall callon the governor 
= Delaware on my return trip to Philadel. 
is. 

“When will the meeting take place?” 

“On the i7thof September. The governors 
will meet first in Carpenter’s hall, there 
Mersey proposed the constitution, and 
then in Indepe 
plans for the celebration of the centennial, 
and will agree upon a programme. The citi- 
zens of Philadelphia intend to make the mest- 
ing the occasion for a grand display of hospi- 
tality. The governors will be entertained in 
royal style, and the various unions of the 
city will parade in their honor,” 

“What will be the 

CHARACTER OF THE CENTENNIAL 
celebration?’ 

“That, of course, has not been finally de- 
termined, The governors, as I have said, will 
arrange a programme. I may say, however, 
thatit isintended thatevery citizen of the 
United States shall be invited tobe present. 
Several distinguished orators will deliver ad- 
dresses, and a poem will be read by some one 
of the famous poets of the country. It is in- 
tended, also, that a regiment of volunteer 
troops from each state inthe union shall be 
present. Altogether, it will be the grandest 
celebration in the history of the country.” 

“Will any foreign nations be invited to par- 
ticipate?” : 

I think, how- 
ever, that France, and perhaps Germany, will 
be invited to participate.’

Colonel Peyton is by birth a Kentuckian.

During the exposition at 
New Orleans, he was the custodian of the old 
liberty bell, which was loaned to the exposi- 
tion by the city of Philadelphia.
